The Chairman, Jean Beaulieu, during my conversation with 
her agreed that use of “shield displays 1 ’ would be acceptable to her and the ulliui 
members of hor boord. She has requested that a display be left at Town Hall for 
her board to view and that the Industry install these displays before the 7/22 vote.

New London-Allhough the City Council held a Public Hearing on a proposal to ban 

outdoor tobacco advertising on 8/15, the matter was referred back to 
Corporate Counsel with tho holp of former Mayor Tony Baslella for 
additional study. 

Seymour-Seleulmen will hold a public hearing on 6/26 to consider a ban on vending 
and outdoor advertising of tobacco products like their neighbor, Orange, 
CT. The Town of Derby is also considering a similar ban. Montano 
Wholesale Is looking Into state statues for "uso restriction” language 
through an attorney and may seek a TRO with the ACLU on these boards.
